Powei-tel/MelilpSiis, Inc. and T-Mobile Central L,L,C ("T-Mobile"), 

by its undersigned coulzsel, and pursuant to 807 KAR 5:001, Section 7, hereby petitions the 

Kentucky Public Service Coniinission ("Commission") for an Order granting confidential 

treatnlent to Exhibit 1 to T-Mobile's Respolise to Petitioner's First Infollnation Requests filed in 

the above dockets as follows: 

1. Petitioner has requested, and T-Mobile will provide, certain information regarding 

ininutes of usage ("MOU") exchanged between T-Mobile and Petitioner. The disclosure of such 

proprietary illfonnation would result in irreparable competitive hann to T-Mobile by providing 

its colnpetitors with a non-reciprocal competitive advantage. No public purpose is served by the 

disclosure of such infonnation, and the Regulations of the Colnlnission contemplate the filing of 

such iiifolmation under a Co~~fider~tiality Order in proceedi~igs such as this. Additioiial groullds 

for this requested relief are stated in the attached affidavit of Dan Williams which is attached as 

Exhibit A hereto. The infonnation for which confidential treatment is requested is attached to 



this filing. T-Mobile requests that the information be identified as "Confidential Data" arid 

protected from disclosure by the Comniission. 

2. T-Mobile and Petitioner have executed a Confidentiality Agreement, and T- 

Mobile will produce the applicable Exhibit 1 to Petitioner subject to that Agreement.

Dan Williams, being first duly sworn on oath, states as follows: 

1. I am. Corporate Counsel for T-Mobile USA, Inc., who with its subsidiaries ("T- 

Mobile") are the Respondents in the instant proceeding. In my capacity I have personal 

knowledge of the matters set forth in this affidavit and am authorized to make this affidavit on 

behalf of T-Mobile. 

2. T-Mobile is requesting confidential treatment for Exhibit 1 to its Response to each 

Petitioner's First Information Request, which includes information regarding minutes of usage 

("MOU") exchanged between T-Mobile and Petitioner. This information has been attached to 

the affidavit as Exhibit 1. 

3. Exhibit 1 contains proprietary inforrnation that would aid competitors of T- 

Mobile, and such trade secret information is subject to protection from disclosure pursuant to 

Kentucky law. See KR.S 6 1.870, et seq. 

4. The specific Exhibit T-Mobile proposes to file would reveal proprietary 

information. This information constitutes a trade secret because it is co~mnercial information 

related to market sllare and market penetration that, if disclosed, could cause substantial 

competitive harm to T-Mobile. This information is either not publicly available or not generally 

available in this format. It would be difficult (or impossible) for someone to discover this 

information fiom other sources. If this infonnation were available to competitors in this format, 

they could use it to the competitive detriment of T-Mobile. 



5 .  Unlike incumbent telephone companies who are typically subject to a high degree 

of regulation, wireless providers like T-Mobile operate in a highly competitive marketplace 

where such proprietary information is closely guarded to ensure it is not disclosed to 

competitors. 

6. This information is not generally disclosed to non-management employees of T- 

Mobile, and is protected internally by T-Mobile as proprietary information.
